19-Year-Olds Witt Be Called Up First 


San Antonio, Tex. (UPI)— 


President Johnson told Con- 
gress Monday he will curb un- 
fairness in the draft by order- 
ing call-ups of 19-year-olds 
first, picking them by lottery, 
and tightening deferments. 


While announcing sweeping 


revision of the Selective Ser- 
vice System, he put off a de- 
cision on whether college un- 
dergraduates should be de- 


ferred. Their deferments will 
continue, he said, while he 
awaits m o r e congressional 
and public debate of this po- 
litically thorny issue. 


"An issue so deeply im- 


portant, with so many com- 
pelling factors on both sides, 
cannot be decided until its 
every aspect has been thor- 
oughly explored," the Presi- 
dent said. 


Johnson told the House and 


Senate in a special message 
that he will halt deferments 
for graduate students, except 
those in medical and dental 
schools. 


He said many post-gradu- 


ates "have managed to pile 
deferment on deferment until 
they passed the normal cut- 
off point for induction."

AGE OF INDUCTION: 19-year-olds first with 


sharply decreased chance of being drafted for any- 
one who gets past that year. 


SELECTION: By random chance from a na- 


tional pool of those classified 1A after physical, 
mental and moral tests. 


DEFERMENTS: Categories eligible would be: 


extreme hardship; students in officer programs who 
are committed to future service; students until the 
end of their academic year (unless longer under- 
graduate deferments are granted); high school stu- 
dents until graduation or age 20; reservists; medical 
and dental graduate students; sole surviving sons; 
certain elected officials; non-draft-liable aliens. 


In addition, conscientious objectors will con- 


tinue to be eligible, under strict criteria, either for 
non-combat military service, or for civilian work 
contributing to the maintenance of the national 
health, safety or interest. 


RESERVISTS: No draft deferment unless man 


is needed fora specific reserve unit vacancy; youths 
between 17 and minimum draft age of ISVfe will get 
priority for reserve enlistment. 


WHEN THIS HAPPENS: By Jan. 1, 1969 at 


the latest, assuming Congress extends the basic 
draft law as requested.

forced to face the wall and 
then were shot down in what 
Brown has described as “a 
premeditated ex ecution done 
with ceremony .”

Moves 32-7 


Rura l Fo rces 
Overrid d en 


The increasing urban tone 
of the Nebraska Leg islature 
was never more visible Mon­ 
day . 
By a 32-7 vote, senators 
moved ahead Lincoln Sen. Ro­ 
land Luedtke’s LB167, req uir­ 
ing all voters in the state to 
be reg istered. 
Statewide 
reg istration 
is 
something long and success­ 
fully opposed by rural forces. 
They contend reg istration is 
pointless in areas of the state 
where election boards per­ 
sonally know all voters. 
But Ply mouth Sen. Arnold 
Ruhnke’s motion to kill LB167 
was blitzed, 15-30. Ruhnke 
called reg istration an “abso- 
1 u t e 1 y unnecessary imposi­ 
tion” on rural Nebraskans. 
He made the familiar pitch 
“we know who the voters are 
in the rural areas.” 
Move Mobile 
Presently , only voters in 12 
counties must reg ister as a 
pre-condition to cast ballots. 
Proponents 
s a i d Nebras­ 
kans are more mobile than in 
the past and reg istration is 
nothing but a solid protection 
for error-free elections. 
Another bill advanced Mon­ 
day would force any State 
Railway Commissioner w h o 
reached 68 y ears of ag e to 
resig n. Omaha Sen. William 
Skarda, introducer of LB310, 
said the intent was to prevent 
any person 68 or older from 
running for a six -y ear Com­ 
mission term. 
Skarda said some addition­ 
al lang uag e may be needed 
in LB310 to make the intent 
clearer. 
New Bills 
Four new bills were intro­ 
duced Monday , hiking the ses­ 
sion’s count to 858. 
Two of the measures are def­ 
icit appropriations, broug ht in 
by the Budg et Committee. 
One would g rant the State 
Roads Dept, an ex tra $200,- 
000 out of the hig hway cash 
fund to finish the new ag ency 
headq uarters now being con­ 
structed in south Lincoln. 
The other supplemental ap­ 
propriation seeks $5 2,08 8 from 
the g eneral fund to meet re­ 
q uirements of pay ing pen­ 
sions f o r reserve teachers. 
Budg et Chairman Richard 
Marvel said there are more 
reserve teachers than was es­ 
timated when 1965-67 appro­ 
priations were first voted.

Casualty 
Secrecy 
lifted 


Figures Avoid 
Confusion of 
U.S. Losses 


Saigon (UPI) — Military 


spokesmen Monday for t h e 
first time lifted the secrecy j 
curtain over exact daily U.S. 
combat losses. They revealed 
American troops killed 
at 
least 80 Communists at a cost 
of 24 Americans slain and 74 
wounded in jungle fighting 
throughout South Vietnam. 


They said the United States 


lost six helicopters and listed 
four crewmen missing. 


The spokesmen also con- 


firmed that two U.S. A i r 
Force F4C Phantom jets were 
responsible for the bombing 
and strafing of a friendly vil- 
lage that killed 83 Vietnam- 
ese and wounded 175 m o r e 
in the war's worst accidental 
air raid. 


Until Monday U.S. military 
officials classified exact 
American casualties daily as 
secret, saying such data was 
valuable to the Communists. 


But they announced exact 


figures will now be given to 
avoid the confusion of the for- 
mer "light," "moderate" and 
"heavy" casualty reports and 
to u n d e r c u t Communist 
claims of greater U.S. losses. 


Marines Suffer 


According to ftie exact re- 


port, the Marines suffered the 
most American casualties the 
past 24 hours — 15 men killed 
and 38 wounded. But they 
also killed the most Commu- 
nists — 35. 


The Leathernecks battled 


the Communists in a series 
of firefights in the deep green 
jungles just below the demil- 
itarized zone (DMZ) dividing 
South and North Vietnam. 


The fighting there followed 


by two days the Marines' 
slaying of 300 Communists, 
part of three North Viet- 
namese army divisions try- 
ing to push south through the 
Leatherneck defenses. 


The other major casualties 


came in two other former 
Communist 
strongholds. 
In 


War Zone C, the Cambodian 
border jungles 70 miles north- 
west of Saigon, U.S. Army 
troops killed 25 Viet Cong 
while 
suffering one m a n 


killed and 28 injured, 20 of 
them in a pre-dawn sneak 
guerrilla mortar attack on a 
25th Infantry Division Com- 
pany. 


Deep in the Mekong Delta, 


the heartland of guerrilla re- 
cruiting U.S. Army 9th In- 
fantry Division troops killed 
20 Viet Cong while suffering 
five men wounded. 


Helicopter Losses 


Two U.S. helicopters plum- 


meted 
to earth 
over the 


Marines battling in the north. 
Another pair went d o w n 
while aiding the 9th Division 
in the delta. 


The major helicopter loss, 


the downing of a big army 
Chinook chopper S u n d a y 
night, came over the guer- 
rilla-infested 
coastal 
plains 


280 miles north of Saigon. 
Eight Americans were killed 
and three injured. 


The sixth helicopter went 


down from unknown causes 
in the Saigon River just two 
miles from the capital. The 
four men aboard, listed as 
missing, were believed dead. 
Death Comes 
On 2nd Try 
Mexico City (UPI) — Man- 


uel Orozco, 18, 
apparently 


despondent because of his 
mother's illness, jumped from 
the third floor window of his 
home. 


He landed unhurt, and was 


helped back to the apartment. 


Once inside, police said, he 


shot himself to death with a 
shotgun.

Asia. 


Thant returned to N e w 


York after a 10-day vacation 
in his native Burma, where 
he conferred with two repre- 
sentatives of North Vietnam. 
"I believe that after cessa- 


tion of bombing, peace talks 
would take place within a few 
weeks," Thant said, stressing 
he was revealing his own feel- 
ing rather than any suggestion 
made to him by the North 
Vietnamese in Rangoon. 


"I am more than ever con- 


vinced that cessation of bomb- 
ing will contribute to useful 
talks and meaningful negotia- 
tions," he said at Kennedy 
International Airport. W i t h 
a cessation, he said, "I must 
say the conflict is going to be 
prolonged and bloody. Peace 
is not yet in sight." 
Frequent Proposal 


The Secretary General has 


frequently proposed a halt to 
b o m b i n g in the north 
followed by a de-escalation of 
all military activity in Viet- 
nam. 


On a stop in London earlier 


in the day Thant conferred 
with British Foreign Sec- 
retary George Brown. T h e 
U.N. chief said North Viet- 
nam would probably use a 
pause in the bombing to build 
up its forces but the bombing 
should be stopped anyway. 


Thant also t a l k e d with 


Italian 
Foreign 
Minister 


Amlntore Fanfani during a 
refueling stop at Rome. He 
said Hanoi's idea of reciproc- 
ity is different from Washing- 
ton's. As an example, he said 
Hanoi believes that s i n c e 
North Vietnam is not bomb- 
ing the United States, the 
U n i t e d States should quit 
bombing North Vietnam. 


Thant said in London t h e 


talks in Rangoon were use-

A Lake Central 
Airlines 


passenger plane plunged into 
a bean patch near Kenton, 
Ohio, killing all 38 persons 
aboard. Near M o n r o v i a , 
Liberia, a Brazilian Varig 
Airlines DCS jetliner crashed 
while attempting to land at 
a fog-shrouded airport. Fifty- 
six were reported dead. 


Residents of t h e north- 


western Ohio farm area near 
Kenton said they heard one 
or more explosions Sunday 
night before the Lake Central 
Airlines plane crashed. 


The airline, which never 


before had a fatal crash, re- 
ceived a telephone b o m b 
threat last week against an- 
other airliner. 
That threat 


proved unfounded. 


Investigators 
M o n d a y 


combed a snow-covered soy- 
bean field for pieces of wreck- 
age and clues to determine 
why the twin-engine prop jet 
slammed to earth in a freez- 
ing rain. 


Most of the dead were still 


strapped in their seats. The 
bodies were taken to a tem- 
porary morgue at a high 
school in nearby Marseilles. 


The Brazilian Varig Air- 


lines jetliner crashed into a 
native village Sunday while 
attempting to land at a fog- 
shrouded airport in Liberia. 


R e p o r t s radioed from the 


crash scene said 51 of the 


90 persons aboard the four- 
jet, U.S.-built plane w e r e 
killed, including one Amer- 
ican. Five villagers also were 
killed. 


Varig A i r l i n e s said the 


plane, en route from Beirut, 
Lebanon, to Rio de Janeiro, 
slammed into the sleeping 
west African village just off 
the runway at Robertsfield 
Airport, about 40 miles from 
the Liberian capital of Mon- 
rovia 
Investigators sought 


to find out how it happened. 


Burning wreckage ploughed 


500 yards through a maze 
field and stopped just short 
of a munitions factory, re- 
ports said. 


The 40 survivors, some of 


whom were reported in "a 
bad state," were rushed to 
hospitals in Monrovia. 


The flight, which made a 


stopover in Rome, carried 72 
passengers and 19 crew mem- 
bers. 


Varig said the victims in- 


cluded three Roman Catholic 
nuns who had boarded t h e 


plane in Rome. One of the 
nuns was identified as Moth- 
er Superior Teresa Cesarina 
Vecchiarelli, head of the St.

Soak the Poor 


The major struggle over Nebraska's mon- 


umental tax bill now has become visible. As 
LB377 is prepared for full legislative debate, 
the most pressing question is this: will upper 
income Nebraskans now begin to pay state 
taxes somewhat according to their earnings?

It now is abundantly clear that at 


least a portion of the very wealthy Nebras- 
ka residents, located principally in Omaha, 
are just as determined as ever to avoid 
paying taxes according to their incomes.

They have launched an all-out campaign 


to scuttle the personal income tax provision 
in LB377, which was intended by Gov. Nor- 
bert Tiemann and most legislative leaders to 
be a combination sales and income tax bill. 


The mounting campaign 
from Omaha, 


which appears to have unlimited financing, 
would soak the poor by assigning to the sales 
tax the great burden of financing state gov- 
ernment, with a modicum of help from a small 
tax on the incomes of corporations. This 
would leave untouched for tax purposes the 
sizable personal incomes of many business 
executives and professional people. 


This intent has become apparent in the 


push to defeat the personal income tax as 
launched by the Association of Nebraska Tax- 
payers, directed and supported by wealthy 
Omahans; by its satellite organization called 
Taxpayers Progress Association; and now 
joined by the Omaha World Herald. 


It has been put into official motion by 


the announced aim of Omaha Sen. Sam Kla- 
ver to split the sales and income tax provi- 
sions into separate bills — and thus defeat 
the income tax portion.

This is the same alliance which con- 


sistently was able to load the cost of state 
government on the property tax — which 
does not tap the wealth of those who are 
not required to own large amounts of 
property to earn their high incomes.

This is the group which led last year's 


assault on the personal income tax passed 
by the 1965 Legislature. While this effort was 


successful, it was countered by the repeal 
of the state property tax, posing the necessity 
to enact a whole new tax system for state 
government. 


Amazingly, the reaction of many middle 


and lower income Nebraskans seems to be 
stronger against the income tax than against 
the sales tax. 


This probably stems in part from the 


high pressure propaganda, much of it false, 
directed at the 1965 income tax; and partly 
from the fact that the income tax, deducted 
in chunks from a worker's paycheck, makes 
a more painful impact than the sales tax which 
is spread out in a few pennies, nickles and quar- 
ters at a time.

Nebraskans should recognize one fact, 


however: the poor man will pay a much 
heavier percentage of his earnings under 
a sales tax than will the rich man. 
*

To determine this, merely consider that 


a big share of the earnings of the middle 
and lower classes will be spent for items 
subject to the Nebraska sales tax: food, cloth- 
ing, utilities, home furnishings, automobiles 
and the like. 


Then consider that a big share of the 


earnings of the rich will go for expenditures 
NOT subject to the Nebraska sales tax: coun- 
try club dues, transportation tickets, trips to 
New York, Las Vegas or around the world, 
expensive homes, summer 
homes in the 


mountains, winter homes at the seashore, 
all purchases outside the state, maid service, 
stock purchases and so on. 


It has been the intent of Gov. Tiemann 


and many conscientious legislators that the 
state's tax burden be distributed as fairly 
and equitably as possible, through a sales 
tax which strikes heaviest at the poor and 
a graduated personal 
income tax 
which 


strikes heaviest at the rich. 


It will be in the self-interest of all those 


whose ineomes go largely for sales-taxed 
items to help the governor and legislators 
withstand the assault by the 
wealthy 


forces bent on preserving their own self- 
ish tax advantage. 


Cutting School Costs 


If Lincoln is to continue to enjoy the 


high quality school system it has had, 
the School Board undoubtedly is going to 
have to make some sizeable salary boosts 
to get and keep good teachers.

Acknowledging this necessity, it is en- 


couraging that the Board is casting about 
for other areas of economies. 


Under consideration are a number of 


possibilities ranging from closing some un- 


der-populated schools and eliminating some 
low-interest classes to cutting down on ad- 
ministrative personnel and examining main- 
tenance costs. 


As expenses of education continue to rise, 


due largely to increasing 
competition for 


good teachers, some sacrifices likely will 
have to be made in the school system.

It can earnestly be hoped, though, 


that these will come in areas other than 
teacher quality.

They hav e launched an all-out campaign 
to scuttle the pcr.sonal income tax prov i.sum 
in LB377, which was intended b y (lov .

from 
Omaha, 
which ap p ears to hav e unlimited financing, 
would soak the poor b y assigning to the sales 
tax the great b urden of financing .state gov ­ 
ernment, with a modicum of help from a small 
tax on 
the incomes of corporations. This 
would leav e untouched for tax purposes the 
sizab le personal incomes of many b usiness 
executiv es and professional people. 
This intent has b ecome ap parent in the 
push to defeat the pcr.sonal income tax as 
launched b y the Association of Neb raska Tax­ 
p ayers, directed and supported b y wealthy 
O m ahans; b y its satellite organization called 
T axp ayers 
Progress Association; 
and now 
Joined b y the Omaha World Herald. 
It has b een put into official motion b y 
the 
announced aim of Omaha 
Sen. Sam Kla- 
v er to split the sales and 
income 
tax prov i­ 
sions into sep arate b ills — and thus defeat 
the incom e tax portion.

This is the sam e alliance which con­ 
sistently w as ab le to load the cost of state 
gov ernm ent on the p rop erty tax — which 
does not tap the wealth of those who are 
not required to own large am ounts of 
p rop erty to earn their high incomes.

This is the group which led la.st ye a r’s 
assault on the personal income tax passed 
b y the 1965 Legislature. While this effort was 


sucee.ssful. it was countered b y the repeal 
of the state prop erty tax, posing the necessity 
to enact a whole new tax system for state 
gov ernment. 
Amazingly, the reaction of many middle 
and lower income Neb raskans seems to he 
stronger against the income tax than against 
the .sale.s tax. 
This prob ab ly stems in p art from the 
high pressure prop aganda, much of it false, 
directed at the 1965 income tax; and partly 
from the fact that the income tax. deducted 
in chunks from 
a w orker’s paycheck, makes 
a more painful impact than the sales tax which 
i.s sp read out in a few pennies, nickles and quar­ 
ters at a time.

Omaha —- A public meeting 


here Sunday forecast rough 
sailing for the proposed Oma- 
ha University-Nebraska Uni- 
versity 
merger 
slated for 


hearing this week by the Leg- 
islature's Education Commit- 
tee. 


Called by Omaha Sen. Hen- 


ry Pedersen as a question- 
and-answer session, the meet- 
ing turned into anything but 
a friendly session. 


Pedersen, who has intro- 


duced two OU bills, one to 
make the school a separate 
state university and one to 
increase its mill levy from 
two to four mills without a 
vote of the people, expressed 
opposition to the merger plan. 


In the first place, he said, 


he felt many people were not 
familiar with the proposed 
merger and that proponents 
might be setting sail on an 
uncharted course. 


'No Assurance' 


In the second place, he 


warned, there is no assurance 
that the quality of education 
offered at OU could be main- 
tained under the merger. 


Pedersen said he did n o t 


think the administration has 
determined the financial cri- 
sis at OU the past several 
years. 


OU Regents President Rob- 


ert Spire answered that the 
University has been studying 
the problem, but he declined 
to pin-point the exact time 
the study began. 


Omaha Sen. George Syas, 


member of the 
Education 


Committee demanded to know 
the direction in which Peder- 
sen's questions were leading. 


"The facts are that several 


bills to h e l p OU's money 
problem h a v e been intro- 
duced in the Legislature," he 
said. 


Sen. 
Pedersen asked act- 


ing OU President Kirk Nay- 
lor to take a secret vote of 
the faculty to determine the 
degree of their sympathy to- 
ward the merger. 


"I will not, and I resen 


the implication." Dr. Nay lor 
retorted. He said the merger 
had been discussed with the 
OU faculty advisory commit' 
tee and the results of an ear- 
lier poll indicated that "all 
faculty members are in ac 
cord with the merger prin 
ciple."

dard. 


Reaching the Colorado-Ne- 


braska 
border the t i m e 


changes again to Mountain 
Daylight time. Thus, t h e 
traveler has gone through 
three time changes but the 
time on his watch will read 
the same as it did at North 
Platte, not counting actual 
travel time involved. 


The time zone changes 


also creates some unusual 
situations. North Platte is on 
Central time but four miles 
west is West North Platte, a 
station at the west end of 
Union Pacific's North Platte 
freight yard, which is on 
Mountain time. 


The Union Pacific's train 


arrival and departure bulle- 
tin at the North Platte depot 


shows eastbound trains ar- 
riving on Mountain time and 
leaving 
on Central 
time. 


Westbound trains are shown 
arriving on Central time but 
leaving on Mountain. T h e 
Burlington depot at McCook 
handles arrivals and depar- 
tures similarly. Airline and 
bus 
timetables 
at 
North 


Platte use Central time only. 


More Confusion 


And if the time situation in 


western Nebraska is not con- 
fusing 'enough, local option 
is added. The traveler go- 
ing west changes his watch 
an hour at North Platte and 
then discovers at Hershey 
(first town along the road) 
that due to local option they 
are using Central time in- 
stead of Mountain! 


Other towns just across 


the line — Gramton, Elsie 
and Wallace in the Mountain 
time zone — also use Cen- 
tral time. Evidently done by 
local option, these villages 
explain that they are either 
too close to the time zone 
border to use Mountain time 
or that their county seat 
uses Central and therefore 
they also use Central. 


Daylight — oops Uniform 


—time doesn't seem to both- 
er the populace of these 
communities. They just ex- 
plain 
t h a t 
if 
Nebraska 


adopts Uniform (Daylight) 
time, they'll revert back to 
Mountain Standard, t h u s 
keeping the same time they 
now have without changing 
their clocks. 


Woe to the traveler who 


then asks, "What time is 
it?"

Pedersen, who has Intro- 
diic.ed two OU bills, one to 
make the school a separate 
state university and one to 
Increase Its mill levy from 
two to four mills without a 
vote of the people, ex pressed 
opposition to the merger plan.

Pedersen said he did n o t 
think the administration has 
determined the financial cri­ 
sis at OU the past several 
y ears. 
OU Regents President Rob­ 
ert Spire answ^ered that the 
University has been studving 
the problem, but he declined 
to pin-point the ex act time 
the study began. 
Omaha Sen. George Svas.

Committee demanded to know 
the direction In which Peder­ 
sen’s questions were leading. 
“ The facts are that several 
bills to h e l p OU’s money 
problem h av e been intro­ 
duced in the Legislature,” he 
said. 

Pedersen asked act­ 
ing OU President Kirk Nay ­ 
lor to take a secret vote of 
the faculty to determine the 
degree of their sy mpathy to­ 
ward the merger.

One may think that the 
split between Central an d 
Mountain 
Standard 
t i m e 
zones is a straight line, cut­ 
ting directly through towns 
and cities. It may have been 
planned along a* certain de­ 
gree of longitude but that is 
not how the zone line is ac­ 
tually laid out. 
Ex tending

South Dakota (which also is 
split into two time zones), 
the line generally parallels 
Hwy .

Omaha—The Omaha World-

T h e s e developments fol­ 
lowed the announcement of 
Omaha Sen. Sam Klaver that 
he would move to divide the 
sales and income tax sanc­ 
tions into separate bills. This 
has been viewed as an effort 
to kill the income tax . 
The Associated Press a 1 so 
q u o t e d Omaha Sen. Rich­ 
ard Proud as favoring a sale.s 
tax and opposing an income 
tax . 
“ I would be the first one to 
say that a sales tax standing 
alone is unfair, and I believe 
that we eventually will enact 
a combination tax ,” said Sen. 
I’roud, “ but I don’t think an 
income tax should be enacted 
until we know where we are 
and where w e’re going.” 
Proud, who represents the 
western section of Omaha and 
portions of Douglas County 
outside Omaha, said his op­ 
position to an income tax also 
stem s from a belief that the 
majority of his constituents 
oppose such a tax 
“ I said I would support them 
when I cam e down here and 
that’s what I’m going to do, 
w h e t h e r they ’re right or 
wrong.” 
Proud said he was disap­ 
pointed at the small turnout 
of Omahans who met Satur­ 
day with Gov. Tiemann to 
protest the governor’s combi­ 
nation tax plan. 
In joining the sales-tax -only 
d r i v e , 
the 
World-IIerald 
stated: 
“ The plan to drop the in­ 
dividual income tax and an­ 
other to divide the sales and 
income tax proposals into sep­ 
arate bills has some merit, 
particularly in vi w of tho 
continuing widespread oppo­ 
sition to the income tax . 
“ The sales tax is the only 
m aj o r source of revenue 
which has not been repudiated 
at the polls by Nebraska vot­ 
ers.

‘Wants lo Take 
Tax pay ers for 
One-Way Ride’ 


Omaha (UPI) — The ex ­ 
ecutive vice president of the 
Nebraska 
tax pay ers 
Assn., 
said here Gov. Norbert Tie­ 
mann is “ completely ignor­ 
ing the wishes of the people’* 
by try ing to force his com- 
b i n a t i 0 n sales-income tax 
through the Legislature. 
Dr. Allen P. Burkhardt said 
the g o v e r n o r “ apparent­ 
ly wants to take the tax pay ­ 
ers for a one-way ride.” 
Noting that the Tiemann 
tax bill would raise $110-$120 
million — much more than 
tax pay ers have paid before— 
Burkhardt said the Legisla­ 
ture s h o u l d first determine 
the state’s needs, and then go 
about raising the amount of 
money to m eet them. 
“ To talk about new t ax 
laws before knowing our fi­ 
nancial 
n e e d s seem s like 
play ing in the dark,” he said. 
“ The process of passing rev­ 
enue laws before knowing our 
financial needs is doing the 
job in reverse.” 
Burkhardt said a non-ex ­ 
emption sales tax of 2 Vi% or 
a 3% l i m i t e d ex emption 
sales tax would, with per- 
haps 
additional 
supplemen­ 
tary i n c o m e from minor 
sources, take care of the state 
needs during the nex t hien- 
nium. 
“ I sec no possible immedi­ 
ate money crisis in state gov­ 
ernment and feel that we 
s h o u l d assiduously avoid 
enactment of new tax laws 
in a crisis atmosphere,” he 
said.

school basketball champion- 
ship. 


Athletic Director B o b b y 


Dodd said Georgia Tech "will 
recruit any athlete we feel is 
good enough both athletically 
and in school/' and he said a 
Negro football player was of- 
fered an athletic grant b u t 


failed to meet the school's 
scholastic requirements. 


Several other major c o 1- 


leges in the South have Ne- 
groes on t h e i r freshman 
teams or are recruting Ne- 
groes this winter.

Ang eles Lakers. 
K.C. who tu rned o v e r 
abou t 
$2,500 in 
proceeds 
from a testimonial dinner 
last spring to the Children’s 
Cancer Research Fou nda­ 
tion, was presented an ex­ 
pensive new car, a color 
television, a basketball tro­ 
phy and other g ifts by the 
Celtics’ m anag ement, team ­ 
m ates, friends and neig h­ 
bors. 
“ I’m g oing to miss this 
something awfu l,” he said 
later. 
“ The nine y e a r s in this 


leag u e have been the hap­ 
piest of my life. However, 
I g u ess the tim e has come. 
My shooting is g etting to be 
a terrible thing ■— worse and 
worse.”

If the Legislature passes 


p-ending tax bills 
affecting 


Lincoln's tax ceihng formula, 
the city must have a new for- 
mula or face an extremely 
critical budgeting problem. 


This is the feeling of veteran 


City Finance Director James 
Mallon. 


The city charter committee 


on taxation will present a pro- 
posed new tax ceiling formula 
to the City Council at a meet- 
ing tentatively set for Wednes- 
day at 7:30 p.m. 


Council approval of any city 


charter amendment is needed 
before the Mar. 15 deadline 
in order for the issue to be 
placed on the ballot for the 
May 2 general election. 


'Might Be Confused' 


The proposed new formula 


calls for the city's tax ceiling 
to be figured by multiplying 
the actual valuation of tangi- 
ble property in the city by 
nine and one-fourth mills. 


The existing ceiling is 


reached by multiplying t h e 
city's assessed valuation of 
tangible and intangible prop- 
erty by nine and three-quar- 
ter mills. 
"This is a complicated sub- 


ject and some citizens might 
be confused," said Mallon. 
"The cit>'s tax ceiling is the 
top that can be levied from 
property tax and the city has 
been well below this ceiling 
since it was put into the city 
charter in 1953." 


Mallon said that if the pro- 


p o s e d tax ceiling formula 
would have been in effect 
during the last city budget the 
city's general operating bud- 
get would have been t h e 
same. 


Because Lincoln voters re- 


c e n 11 y defeated a charter 
amendment that would have 
removed any tax ceiling on 
city government spending, the 
mayor and Council appointed 
the Charter Committee on 
Taxation to come up with a 
new proposal that might be 
more favorable to voters in 
the May election. 


'$690,000 Needed' 


If the Legislature abolishes 


the tax on intangibles and the 
head tax and includes house- 
hold goods in the exemption 
category, Mallon predicted 
that Lincoln faces a loss of 
57ro of its tax base as well 
as an estimated 8690,000 in 
needed tax revenues 


Mallon said he felt the pro- 


posed tax ceiling 
formula 


would result in a "compar- 
able ceiling that will compen- 
sate for losses suffered by 
changes in state law." 


Committee members indi- 


cated that the suggested for- 
mula, one of several studied, 
could be the easiest to sell to 
the voters since it keeps a 
city ceiling and lowers it from 
the present one. 


'$186,248 Below' 


Mallon said the proposed 


formula, applied to 1966 valu- 
ation figures, could increase 
by $1.140,927 the amount of 
money the city could raise by 
taxation. 


However, he noted that if 


the fixtures are adjusted to 
reflect the loss of household 
goods in assessed valuations 
and using county real estate 
valuations before the State 
Board 
of Equalization 
in- 


crease, the new ceiling could 
be $186,248 below the present 
ceiling of $6,492.971.

Court of Appeals denied Mon­ 
day the plea of Teamsters 
Union President J ames Hof­ 
fa to remain free on Bond in­ 
stead of surrendering Tuesday 
to begin an eight-year prison 
sentence for jury tampering.

Agri-business is big business in Lincoln. There are 323 
firms in Lincoln engaged in off-the-farm agriculture, often 
termed agri-business, according to a report made by the 
Lincoln Public School System to the Lincoln Chamber of 
Commerce Agricultural Committee. 
In developing on on-the- 
----------------------------------------- 
job agricultural placement 
program to assist people 
in preparing for jobs in 
agri-business and agricul­ 
ture, 
the 
Lincoln 
Public 
School System may be the 
only one of it’s kind in the 
nation, according to Robert 
E. Law. coordinator of vo­ 
cational and industrial edu­ 
cation. 
Law says this program 
will correct one of the big­ 
gest faults in our s c h o o l 
system. This he identifies 
as the practice of taking 
a child through kindergar- 
den and 12 years of school 
and then “kicking them out 
to find a job.” without some 
good primary help in try­ 
ing to help youth find a 
career or a trade. 
Many of the jobs in the 
32.3 agri-business firrtis em­ 
ploy both men and women, 
so the on-the-job agricul­ 
ture program planned by 
the Lincoln School System 
will be for both girls and 
boys. Initial surveys indi­ 
cate that about 300 h i g h 
school students in Lincoln 
would be interested in the 
program. The urogram is 
a l r e a d y under way at 
Northeast High School un­ 
der the direction of Lloyd 
C. 
Schmadeke, 
instructor 
in vocational agriculture. 
The LPS plan will pro­ 
vide the sophomore stu(lent 
in the program with group 
instruction and a survey of 
all the industries in agri­ 
culture. There will be la- 
b'tratcry work, lield work 
and shop activity for the 


10th graders as they nar­ 
row their selection down to 
some area of activity. 
As juniors the students 
will be provided with pre­ 
employment instruction and 
limited study to a. family of 
occupations selected by the 
student. A background of 
business study and points 
on getting a job will be 
included in the program. 


S iiiiiiiie r Jo b s 


During the summer be­ 
tween the junior and sen­ 
ior y e a r , on-the-job work 
will be s o u g h t for the 
s t u d e n t s to give them 
experience in their choice 
of fields. A minimum of 
200 hours on the job ac­ 
tivity is planned for the 
program. 
During the senior year 
additional employment in­ 
struction will be provided 
with 
seminars 
conducted 
where employment exper­ 
iences in the different fields 
will be reviewed. 
Those close to the pro­ 
gram make it clear that 
the qualifications to meet 
college 
entrance 
will 
be 
met and if the student wish­ 
es to go on to college he 
or she will be in position 
to continue studies in the 
chosen field. 
Law notes that under this 
program the student getting 
out of high school would 
have a purpose in mind and 
would be in position to have 
a knowledge about the work 
he wanted to-do.
